withed to be in the Defence’s ftation in the height of the en- 
gagement. . 

It is remarked, that during the late engagement of Sir 
George Rodney’s fleet with the Spanith Admiral, thofe

Sir George Rodney’s arrival, to relieve the garrifon. cf
